It appears, moreover, to have 
taken at the outset of it.s operations a 
step which is, I believe, not unusual with 
tho skilled strategist; that is, it has (d)- 
tainod poHseasioii of tho telegraph wires 
upon which information of a moat start- 
ling char-icter was poured into the coun- 
try. I iniderstatid further tlmt tho ob- 
ject of tho inviiders was to over-run the 
eoiiiiti-y and to put to lliirjif a cei lain high 
ofiicial of stJite, of whom, unluaa I mis- 
understand what haa taken plai;e on this 
occasion, tho jicople of Otttiwa aro not 
particularly anxiuus to get rid uf just at 
present; 'Well, ' sir, there appears 
to have' been one Weak point in tho ar- 
rangonieiitf. "Wo all know that 
one of^tho moat iiii[)ort,-uit dopartiiieiits 
in inilitiiry service is that which ia known 
aa the intelligence dopartiiient, in which 
information bearing upon any operationa 
which may bo in contemplation may bo 
obtained. In this case thu iiivadors were 
completuly iiiialed by thoir intelligence 
dc[»!irtiiiont. " 

l'he govoriior-general closed with an 
expression of his thanks. At the conclu- 
sion of tho address the children sang 
God Save the Queen" and other ohoruaea 
and tho vast crowd cheered themselves 
hoarse.

Mil. SMITHERS' DEATH. 

The auiiouncoiueiit of the death of Mr. 
C. F. Smithers, president and general 
manager of the B.iiik of Montreal, wan 

recoived with universal rogret. Apart 
from thu fooliiii; nf iieraoiinl loss which 
must animate ail who know him or who 
had business denliiinH with him, the dtiath 
of the foremost banker ia Oiinada will 
prove no small loss to tlio comiueruial 
coiumunily generally. The deceased gon- 
tloman was bom in Loudon, Enghmd, in 
1822, and was conacjiiiioiitly in his tiSth 
yoar. After engay;ing in ccuuiiioi-cial pur- 
suits thoi'u he went to Diililiu whore he 
went into business and came out to Cana- 
da ill 18-17. Ho became accountant in 
that year in tlio Bank of British North 
America and was subsequently appoiiiteil 
manager of the sanio institution, fiiHt at 
Brautl'.ird ;iud afterw;n-(ls at tit. John, X. 
B., and then sub-mana'jer of the head of- 
lico. Ho loft the bank in March, 1858, 
being appointed inspector of liie Bank of 
Montreal and afterwards assistant general 
mana^'er. When Mr. E. 11. King was 
made general iiian,iL,'ei-, he resigned and 
wont to Ni^w York, engaging in business 
a.s a comiiiission nu;icli.-int. He leliuiied 
to Montreal to accept the [Misitionof M..n- 
treal agont of the London and Colniiial 
Bank, which only lasted some eighteen 
months. Retunihig to New York, lu' 
wa.s made agent of the Bank of .Moiitieid 
there, tli.' Iinii lieiii'^ .Smitliors and Wat- 
sou and afterwap la Hell .-iiul .Smithers. In 
1879 he returned to Montreal to take the 
general managership when Mr. R. B. 
Angus resigned, and wiieii Sir George 
Stephen resigned in 1881 he was made 
president and general manager. Tliese 
lionor.-ilile positions he held tn tlie day of 
his death, being riigaL''Hl wilii the liank's 
business at his home u|i to within two 
days of his decease. Ho leaves a widow 
and largo family, ulJ grown up, the young 
est being abnut lit years of ago. The 
eldest son is in tho firm »[ C. H. Smith- 
ers A' Cm., ol' New York; the second son 
is iiiau,aL;ing p.-irl iief nf the lirmof Unger, 
Smithers A (J... , one ot the largest ex- 
change and liond dealing hnns in New 
York ; two younger sons are in tlie bank 
at Montreal, and another is a partner in 
tho tirm of Messrs. , lames Burnett Co., 
atocklu'okeis. .Mr. Siiiitliefs liad b(;eu in 
very poor health J'l.r some time past, suf- 
fering coiisider:ibly with rheumatism, but 
it was only a short time ago that a com- 
plication in the form of a disease of the 
kidneys gave rise to the symptoms which 
rapidly caused his death. Mr. Smithers' 
reputatiiiii a;; a banker stoi,d second to 
none, anil his memory and ioresiglit were 
considered remarkable in banking circles 
He was conservative in all his methods 
and very earnest and strict in his otlicial 
duties, .111(1 his iulluenco Upon liiiancial 
meflinils in this eouutry has been very 
marked ami benelicial. His oipial as a 
banker iscortaiiily not in sight, it is rti- 
inorod tiiat the place will be Idled Ity Mr. 
Watson of New York and that 8ir Don- 
ald A. Smith, tho present vice-president, 
will succeed to tho presidency.

Coroner Walkom resumed the enquiry 
on the late explosion at 11 a. m. on Thurs- 
day tho 26th. On tho opening of the 
court Mr. Eb^rts stiated:.t)iati' Mri Watson, 
tho inspector of miiies for Washington 
Territory, had visited the mine that morn- 
uig, but before giving any opinion on tho 
cause or locality of the explosion, it would 
be necessary for him to visit the face of 
tho "now slope," which was unapproach- 
able at present from tho presence of water. 

T))e.-Ooroner — ^It will take some, time 1 
understand to remove tho water from the 
bottom of the slope? 

l\Ir. Eborts — Yes, it will, but in tho 
opinion of Mr. Watson hu could not con- 
Bcientioiislj' come to any conclusion in tho 
matter until he had inspected that partic- 
ular part of the working. In the mean- 
time he is oompelled on account (|f ac- 
cident which' has happened in one of tho 
collieries in Washington Territory to ro- 
turn there at once. As representing the 
government I am anxious that a full and 
soarching eiKpiiry .should he made. 

Cormier VValkem- In the meaiitimo, 
Mr. Eberts, wo must go 011 and take what 
evidence is available at the present time. 
It might not, from various circumstances, 
ho forthcoming at a future time. 

Mr. Eberts suggest iid an adjournmout 
U) 1 p. 111., whicli was agreed to.

explosion my place was dry and dusty ai 
usual; I have put stopjiings in the slojiu 
they are constructed of two lines of tini 
ber Ave feet apart and about two feet be 
tweon each timber; tho timbers are from 
(I to K inches thick ; they are limjs with 
biiarils nil till' inside nf the timbers or up- 
rights, ;niii the ends nf t!ie Im.ards are let 
into t 111' cn.al oil each side and liien the 
spaces lii'tween the boarda aie Idled tip 
with dross; all the stoppings are 
put in in tho same way; 1 have 
been down to the water since the 
ex|ilosion; I have no opinion as t<i where 
the explosion was; the explosion might 
have come out of the No. 4 level; that 
place is where tlie iiinsl force aoema t 
have been expended; it iiia^' have oc 
curred at the botUmi of tho shipo, where 
the wator is now standing, as there ap- 
pears tfi liave been force coining uj) from 
there; tliere is no a)i|)earance of it having 
come from my jdace. 

To Mr. Drake — When 1 mean the air is 
checked 1 mean that the air is nearly all 
stopped, then gas would accumulate if tho 
air was stopped. 

To the h'nreiiiaii 1 have lieen down to 
the fact' since the ex])losion in the new 
slope, .aid have visited all the iitalls on 
I 111! north side; I was in McDonald's stall 
and t wo stidls below his; 1 noticed traces 
in ,'.!1 t ho stalls of fire, but more ° {larticu- 
larly in McDonald's; tho coal in tho box 
slaiiding at the face in McDonald's stall 
w.as charred and the bark on iho timhura 
was hiirnt black; I saw a coat wdiich was 
nearly all coiisuinod except Olio sleeve and 
the side; the boards in this stall were cov- 
ered with soot; there were no other indi- 
cations of fire. 

To Mr. Hugo, juryman — I did consider 
the coal iliist dangerous, and I consider 
giis dangerous in a iiukial light; when 
working in gas, to consider myself aafe, 1 
liku tho brattice to aiiproacli within throe 
yards of tho face; if the brattice was eight 
yards from tbo face I would consider it 
the duty of the bralticeinan to attend to 
it ; I would not allow it to bo that dis- 
tances; I have a.'iid lliat dust, is an olemeiit 
of danger; I do not, remember when it 
was watered; if my brattice was short I 
would have reniomberod that; I did not 
think that dust was dangerous unless tho 
air was charged with more or less gas at 
the same t iiiii?; 1 lire niy shots with salt- 
pet re hi| nibs ; I lu'ver saw the gas shoot 
i>nt wit h sullieiiuit force as to throw <ail 
my sipiib in l,liat stall; I have seen such 
a thing occur in that pit. 

To Mr. Drake— My opinion as to coal 
dust, which I bttvo given, is a matter of 
theory and not of experience; I never saw 
coal clust ignite; the t heories in regard to 
coal dust exjilosions have been gained by 
reading ]ireviouH to this exploaion, 

'To Air. hj',nu't,H -There neomud to be 
soot deposited everywhero in McDonald's 
stall; the coal had evidently been on fire. 
To tho Coroner— From what I have road 
I have comn to the conclusion that coal 
dust is not, dangerous or explosive unless 
gas be al.Ho present. 

To the Koreinan -I have siiid that I 
noticed soot in McDonald's stall. It was 
dry dust of soiiio kind. The soot pro- 
duced by Mr. Mc(irogor is of the same 
description as that I found in McDonald's 
stall. 

To the (.loroiier— Soot is not tho product 
of tho combustion of gas. This soot is tliu 
result of the combustion of coal. 

JiimoH Stove (being duly sworn saith) — 
I was in . tho mine on the <day of 
the exploai on, I worked in the stable 



and ongino room backwards and fppvurds. 
The explosioii'(j(jbi|rr^^b{jj]^'&xr^i}U^ 
to six; it'wai Biip^r! cime; x waa in the 
engine room witli John Jones at the time 
of the explosion; I l)ad just come into tho 
engine room and I had passed tho man at 
tho handle of tho engine on my way to 
take a seat; when I was going to sit dowi; 

1 saw a red flamo coming down from No. 

2 shaft into .tho ongine room; I immed- 
ia'l»Iy'f)OoEf niy jumper and put it over my 
head and laid down as flat as I could, and 
1 was mighty glad to got there; it was all 
over in a minute wheiil saw another flash, 
which nearly siuoothored mo — and nearly 
knocked mo over — I then got down as 
close to the earth again as poasiblo; then 
it.8toppod;a little and I crawled out of tho 
ongine room down towards the tdope;| I 
made a rbmark 'which ^ kttracted John 
Smith who waa lying in tho middle of the 
slope; he called to mo that his arms were 
broken; then 1 picked him up as well as 1 
could and supported him until 1 got him 
to a post, when I propped him up; this 
was at tho end of tho engine room; after 
putting liini there 1 looked up and saw a 
glimpse of a light coining from tho oiigino 
room; then I went back into tho engine 
room where 1 found my bat and lamp 
lying on the lloor; then I went above tho 
engine room to where tlio brattice is and 
lit my lamp at the fire which was coining 
through the brattice; then 1 returned to 
Jack Smith and I saw Jim in ono corner 
of tho engine room holding on to a jiost; I 
got him down to whore Smith was; when 
1 got down to them I, by tho aid 
of my light,, .saw .lack Lynch lying 
alongside of tliu post whore Smith 
and .Jim were; then there was a 
Cliina^imn on the opjiosito aide with his 
log broken; then I went oH' in tho direc- 
tion of tho abaft, and juat as I got there 
the cage e.ame down; 1 waa burnt with 
the aucond flash; the lirat Hash did not do 
luo much harm; on the cage that came 
down were Mr. Robins, Mr. Mcdregor 
and Mr. Marlott and soiiio others whom 
I do not remember; Mr. Robins asked 
lue if 1 was much hurt; I went iiii lUi't

us soon as possible and then home; I do 
not know what caused tlie lire at that 
part of the shaft. 

Archie Corvie, sworn — 1 first conimenc- 
ed mining near Glasgow, in Scotland; 1 
have encountered gas in the mines there; 
when we eiiccuiiitered g.as there we put in 
brattice and carried air in; if sni.ill (|iiaii- 
tities were present we brushiid it, out with 
a Slick; 1 have worked in the coal mines 
in California; I never .saw gas there but 
once during the time that 1 waa there; 
when we met the gas there it was in a 
large qiiantily; the g.ia there is given oil' 
very (|uickly; have been working in the 
shaft on the Esplanade o\ er two yo;ii-s; 011 
the da)' of tho exiilosioii I was wiu king 
in the iirst stall on the diagonal slope; I 
was down there on the iiioriiiiig shift on 
tho day of tho explosion; have workoti 
about six months in the diagonal; 1 have 
worked in the neighborhood of where 
Bluiidell was working; have heard no re- 
ports of aecuminulatiou of gas in tliat 
vicinity while 1 was working there; wlion 
I was working in tho slant, which is about 
three weeks previous to tho oxplosimi, I 
hoard a report that there was g,is thore 
and that some of the minorrtliad to retire; 
tho height of the cross-cut is ten or 
eleven feet on one side and live feet on 
the other; 1 have never oncouiitered gas 
in any quantity in this mine; tho stall in 
which I was in might have given off gas, 
but 1 never porcoivod it, and had it exist- 
ed, I would ]>robably have found it out, 
as I worked with a naked light; the day 
tlie foreman tohl me tliat he had found a 
little gas in my jilace and drove it out and 
that it was not safe; my partners were 
Frank TuUy, William Scales and Teague; 
I have never heard my partners complain 
of gas, nor have t hey stopjied work 011 
that account; I ne\er ioiow of gas 
being tliere; I heard Martell say 
that Ilia place was giving oil' 
a little gas; have bemi in mines 
where ho iiiueli gas w.hs given ofl' as to 
drive all the men out of the mine; 1 heard 
part, of Mr. Marlett's evidence; I heard 
him state j esterday that bis [ilace g.avo oti' 
a good deal of gas; 1 have heard of no 
other complaint of gas existing excejit in 
Marlett's atidl; tho tamping in Scotland is 
done with a inixturo.of soa^s^nOj^Biid line 
chiy; the tamping in this mine is done 
with coal du.st wisttod, oxcejit in an n\t- 
riglit hole, when it is tamped with clay; 
the vent ilation waa good iiilhia mine; it 
was alwaj'a good; the current of air was 
running at a good apeeil ; I have worked 
oU' the old slope; the ventilation was al- 
ways good down there; 1 have not been 
down the mine since the explosion; have 
boon working in coal mines offand on for 
thirty-live years; the slope was ]>retty dry 
near my stall; there waa plenty of coal 
dust; it appeared the same on the day of 
tho explosion as before; the slope had not 
been watered to my knowledge. 

To Mr. Drake The ventilation was as 
good in this mine as any 1 ever worked in; 
I have worked in mines in .Scotland which 
gave olf no gas; there is very little gas ac- 
cumulation in this mine; as far as 1 know 
the fireman always bttoiided to his duty; 
there is no more dust in this mine than 
there ia in Mount Diablo, California; 
there waa an explosion of coal dust in the 
Clark vein in Mount Diablo when 1 waa 
there; the mine was tested after tho ex- 
plosion by safety lamjis to ascerlain 
whether there was any gas there; this ex- 
aniinatinn was made on the day succeed- 
ing the ex|iloaion; the explosion took pl.aeu 
in tbo sinile where tho coal is sunt <lown 
from t he counter level to the main !e\'el, 
and in its p<issugo down tliosliiito; the 
Buppositiou was that a groat deal of diiat 
was formed which was ignited bj' the 
loader's lamps; there was .an iiKpieat and 
this theory waa t,he result of the inquest,. 

'To Mr. Kborts- — That oxphmion was 
about lifteun years ago; the e.vainiiiation 
with safety lamps was mode next day to 
ascertain whether gaa was present or not; 
the coaldust was also thrown over a lanij> 
in a handful and it wont off in the samo 
way as in tho exiiloaion. 

'I'o Mr. Young I have seen tho gas 
burn an hour after a shot, was fired in No. 
3 level; the fact of the gas burning for un 
hour after a shot waa uvidenco that tho 
coal was giving ,oir goa; ,1 . did not 
consider the uope ^ngorous^ from 
the presence of coal dust because 
the co/d dust I have referred 
to as causing the exiilosion in Mount Dia- 
blo was stirred up and this was ulwu^g 
quiescent; part of the dust might be stir- 
rod lip by a heavy shot and in- that con- 
dition it would nut bo dangerous unloss 
there was a light near it; but in all pro- 
bability it might bo if there waa a light 
near it; I have known shots to havo boon 
fired in succession accordingly as thoy 
wore ready; 1 havo heard soveral shots 
fired ill that slope within liulf an hour; in 
high places a considerable rjuantity of gas 
might accumulate without my knowledge; 
tho face in tho placo where I worked in 
the cross-cut in tho slopu was wot; I Imve 
never known the dust in tho slopo to havo 
been watered. 

To Mr. Drake — There was no gas ac- 
cumulation [a my pIao6''td in^ knowledge, 
and I do not know of liny' other porson'a 
workings. 

To a juryman -I had no apprehonslon 
of any danger in working in that mine un- 
til 1 saw the amoko over the pulleys aftor 
tbo explosion; 1 had no fours from the coal 
dust in tl|is ipino; if thore, was a small 
quanliity'of gas 'mixed with the fine coal

William Edmunds, sworn— It was jiart 
i4 my duty to at tend to the runs on the 
new aloiji); I know the No. -1 level in the 
new alojio; going in there was'a curtain 
strotcheJ fi-<>m rib to rib; the boxea had 
all to pass under that curtain in going in 
to No. 4. This would inise the curtain 
while tho run' waa going through; if no- 
thing liappened it woiilil lake about two 
aecorda for tlii^ run to pass through ; boxes 
get ting oil' t,bo t rack have aoinetiiiies de- 
tained thi^ rmia under that ciirt.aiii; these 
detentions have been from luie lo five 
liiinutes; 1 was told by the overman that 
wdienevcr the curtain waa lorn or knocked 
down to put it up again as ipiickly as jios- 
sihlo; we did knock it <lowii once. 

To Mr. Drake- There were two cur- 
tains, one at the entrance and the other 
inside of tho switch; tho curtain that tho 
boxes wont under was at the entrance and 
not at tho switch; these two curtains were 
for leading the air U\v the .same jmrpose. 

Tlioiiins .lainieaon, sworn - 1 am lu.ittice- 
inaii in eiuploy of V. C. Coal Co.; was in 
diagonal slopo on day ol explosion, and 
caiiie up at 2 p. 111. ; had boon (lU through 
tho slcpo that day arid .tliere, wpr^ 'ny^ 
plaints; 1 am under the firemaii's direction 
as to bratticiiig; In; generally told mo 
what to do and what w;is iii>ces.s:uy ; Ibi^re 
were never any complaints of gas ill the 
diagonal from any of the miners; I heard 
coiiijilaints of gas once in a while being in 
tho top of Marlett's stall; the bratticiiig is 
^<Sni|^fl^,2'|^i^^ lO-feet of th^vfn^b and 
extends to the' roof; 'I havo lioiiricl .of no 
conqilaint in regard to the ventilation, 
and aa far a.s 1 know there was alwaj's 
good ventilation; tlieslo])e was very dusty; 
1 was ajipointed to now slope as br.iltice- 
man; there was a good currentof airiii the 
slopo; bratticmg sometimes broke down 
and it was put up dtonce; it V.iia put up 
immodiately aftor I was notified; it has 
not boon down more than 10 niiiuitos; 
bratticiiig was always jiut up as soon aa 
|)o8siblo aftor being down; it might bo 
down 20 niiiiutos; shots sometimes threw 
the bmttico down; some ])arts of tho slope 
are [irotty dusty; rock f.alliiig from the 
roof might knock the bratticiiig down. 

To Mr. Drake — Miners are sup|joaed to 
repair their own bmttico as fast as jiosai- 
l.'le in ca.«ie of .•iccidents; they are not su|)- 
posed to wait for mo to arrive anil do it; 
on 3rd May tihie...biattiqing was all intact, 
and there were lio accidonis to throw it 
down; 1 know of nothing to lead mo to 
auiipdso that there waa an accumulatiini of 
gaa in the slope that day; if there w;ia 
any gaa, and it collecli^cl in the roof, I 
would find it out on going to the roof to 
repair the brattice with my naked light 
on my head;!: . , 

To Mr. Young— t heard Mr. Marlett's 
evidence in regard to tho 8lop))iiiga; all of 
those in the slope have boeii put in in 
the aamo way as described l>y liini; I went 
round occaHionally, say once a week, .and 
Bxaiuiiied these stoppings; I went, down 
.and examined these ato|ipings about four 
days before the ex[iloaioii; it, w.as about 
two foot between the timbers and llie 
roof, at the cross cut, .at thefoiptof tliu 
slojie; this space was fitted up wil,li laggin; 
1 did not see any dross put in or in there; 
1 have aeen the dust watered in the niino; 
I do not remember the last time it was 
watered; it was only w.atored once to my 
knowledge. 

To the Coroner I never found in any 
examination which I made of the stop- 
pings that thoy were leaky; they were 
always good and tight. 

To the Foreman — ^I heard tho liroinan 
toll of gas being in Marlett's stall; I heard 
him tolling the miners of the gaa being in 
tho top. 

To tiie Coroner When I heard that 
there was gaa in the|roof of Marlett's stall 
I understood that the gas was lodged 
there; ho gave hiiu this notice as a cau- 
tion;, liave no idea of the amount of gas 
which was lodged there. 

To a Juryman— I have biHui a brattice- 
man for a groat length of time; have been 
bratticeiiian in No. 2 north, samo abaft ; 1 
have been bratticuman in No. 3 south; it 
is very dry there and also in No. 4 north; 
it is dry and dusty there also; No. 2 north 
and No. sout h are about, on a p;ir as re- 
gards the ijiiantitv of dust with Ss'o. 4 new 
slopo; havo never hoard any ciuiiiilaint of 
the non-watering of tho dust; 1 know 
tho dust w.as watered once, but 
cannot say when, but I think it was the 
first of Ajiril, but not since then, and if 
it had been watered I would have known 
it,. 

To Mr. Kborts — I saw the men going 
down to wator the dust and rigging a 
|iunip for that piirjioso, but I did not aeo 
them water it, but 1 noticed it on Monday 
mmiiing; this watering extended all over 
the slope in tho levels and into tho stalls; 
a hand jnim]) was used for the ])urpose; I 
saw it going down una box; tho water 
was got out of tho No. 3 air course; I 
saw them going down at 8 p. m. on Satur- 
day and I saw tho effects of 'it Mcinday 
morning. 

To tho coroiier--The water on Momlay 
morning was standing in pools all over 
theatalls; tlieru are no tlusmomolors kujit 
below.
